VHRY school bov knows why we have a holiday on the 


Fourth of July, but few people have ever been aware 
of anything unusual happening on the seventeenth of Sep­ 
tember. 
Yet that which happened on the seventeenth of 
Septem ber m ade secure that which happened on the Fourth 
of July, and had it not been for the seventeenth of Septem ­ 
ber it is very likely that we would not be celebrating the 
Fourth of July. 


It was on the fourth day of July* 1 776, that the 
Declaration of Independence was signed, declaring the 
American colonies tree and independent. 
But it is one 
thing to proclaim a new nation and it is an entirely differ­ 
ent thing to thoroughly establish firmly before the world 
as a pow er in international relations. 


A nyone who has read history knows how loosely the 
American states, as they were called after the Declaration 
of Independence, were first held together. 
It was plain 
to thinking men of the time that the Articles of C onfed­ 
eration that were first adopted, would never do. 
The 
states, in those days, were m ore separated from each other 
than are the nations of the earth today. 
Many of them 
had little in com m on. 
Hach one was inclined to think 
itself sufficient unto itself; there were jealousies and riv­ 
alries that caused frequent ruptures in their friendly rela­ 
tions. 
Alter the close of the Revolution American currency 
had sunk almost to zero. 
The credit of the new nation was 
nil; there was no central pow er with authority to do any­ 
thing, and it was apparent that unless something was done 
quickly to establish a centralized governm ent and knit the 
thirteen states into a solid nation the Revolutionary w ar 
would have been fought in vain, and the Declaration of 
Independence would become a mere scrap of paper. 
it was then that (lie leaders in the different states got 
together and issued a call for a convention. 
The original 
intention was to try to m ake the Articles of Confederation 
m ore workable, but the outcom e was the present consti­ 
tution which was finally adopted Septem ber t 7, i 78 7, just 
l 5 o y e a r s 'a g o today. 
It establisheed a real, centralized 
go v ern m en t with power, and marked the actual beginning 
of this nation although nearly twelve years had passed 
* 
, 
1 
since the signing of the Declaration of Independence. 
We, then, who have had this priceless heritage hand­ 
ed down to us do well to observe this day, the annivers­ 
ary of the adoption of the constitution. 
That docum ent 
is the very foundation of a go vernm ent under which our 
lives and our property are safe, and where there is equal 
opportunity for all.

Investigation of house precedents 
already has convinced several mem­ 
bers that an inquiry could be staged 
if Justice Black failed to success­ 
fully answer the charge or volun­ 
tarily resign from the court. 
The house, while having no voice 
in 
the 
confirmation 
of 
federal 
judges, this power being confined to 
the senate, has repeatedly author­ 
ized 
investigations 
to 
determine 
whether or not impeachment pro­ 
ceedings should be instituted against 
federal jurists. 
The usual procedure is for a mem­ 
ber to introduce a resolution citing 
charges against a judge and calling 
for an inquiry to determine whether 
he should be impeached. 
Almost 
invariably such resolutions are re­ 
ferred to the judiciary committee 
with instructions to report back to 
the house. 
If the committee feels that a pre­ 
liminary investigation warrants im­ 
peachment it usually asks for broad­ 
er authority to make a further in­ 
quiry before a judge actually is im­ 
peached. 
Once impeached by the 
house, the judge is tried by the sen­ 
ate 
Senator King, one of those who 
opposed Black’s confirmation, ex­ 
pressed belief that the senate would 
overwhelmingly oppose the nomina­ 
tion to the supreme court of a for­ 
mer Klansman.

As the party nears the square, a 
13 gun salute will be fired. Judge 
George A. Welsh of the U. S. Dis­ 
trict Court, will deliver the pre­ 
amble of the constitution and Mayor 
Wilson will then introduce Pepper 
after the singing of “America’ by 
a group of several thousand school 
children. 
Formal Reception 
Following 
a dinner to visiting 
governors, a formal reception and 
patriotic exercises will be held at 
Independence Hall tonight in honor 
of delegates of the constitutional 
convention. 
Addressing the city’s attorneys, 
gathered to honor James Wilson, 
the “father of the Constitution" and 
one of the 21 lawyers who signed the 
document, Justice George W. Maxey,

It also means the removal of the 
New Deal as an issue during the vest 
of the campaign. 
Mahoney is an 
avowed New Dealer and a close 
friend of James A. Farley, Demo­ 
cratic national chairman, while La- 
Cuardia has manifested sympathy 
toward the policies of the Roosevelt 
administration during his term as 
mayor. 
Mayor LaGuardia received the 
early returns at his home but re­ 
tired at 11 o'clock host night with­ 
out making am comment.

It is both a paradox and a tribute th a t in this, the 150th year 
aince the signing oi tiu C onstitution, it should be under-going its most 
severe test. 
A paiadox because while an oilicially created governm ent 
sesquicentennial commission seeks to rekindle a devotion to the Con- 
situation, others seek to prostitute it to their own grasping for power. A 
tribute because it has stood for 150 years in defiance of all attacks. 
One of the most common and insidious attac k s has been th a t the 
C onstitution is being used by a m inority of the people to d efeat the 
will of th< m ajority. 
As a political plea for votes this is clever, for it is 
a direct, appeal to the m ajority. 
But, as a m a tte r of fact, protection 
fo: the m inority is and has been the heart and soul of the Constitution. 
Those who wrote the great docum ent had history behind them . 
And thrv knew th a t m ajorities could always take care of themselves. 
Because they wcio the most numerous. 
T he Constitution was intended 
to prevent this m ajority from riding roughshod over their weaker b re th ­ 
ren. 
The Hill of Rights was added to s tre n g th e n this protection. 
The 
C onstitutional A m endm ent was provided to perm it the will of the m a n y : 
to prevail. 


Thus, so long as the C onstitution stands, there ra n never be p e r­ 
secution of any'religious croup or other m inority, by the m ajority. 
The 
minority can speak its mind publicly without fear of arrest and im - ; 
prisonm rnt. 
P roperty can not be taken from the hum blest or th e rich ­ 
est citizen.

Senator Borah Warns 
Nation On Menace Of 
Controlled Coarts 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
17. — A 
warning by Senator Borah (R> of 
Idaho 
that 
“uncontrolled.” 
courts 
and the preservation of the consti­ 
tution stand, as a bulwark against 
racial and religious intolerance to­ 
day was added to the controversy 
raging over Supreme Court Justice 
Hugo L. B lacks purported affiliation 
w it h tlie Ku Klux Klan. 
Speaking before 8,000 Masons in 
Constitution Hall last night, Borah 
declared: 
“There is no such thing as secur­ 
ity tor the masses or protection for 
m inority groups, ixilitical, racial or 
religious, never has been—and in 
the nature of things never can be— 
under any form of government save 
government where the people thru 
their representatives make the laws 
and 
uncontrolled 
courts 
construe 
them ,” 
Borah made no reference to Black, 
his office said his speech had been 
completed two days before the Black 
controversy 
broke 
into 
the 
open 
anew, The senators’ address was re­ 
plete with references to th a t “in ­ 
strum ent ot government, purchased 
by t e a r s of sacrifice and bloodshed 
upon the field, which has held to ­ 
gether j^eople of all climes, races 
and*faiths in ordered liberty.” 
“We enjoy in this country w hat a 
distinguished churchm an has called 
*a modern miracle*,” Borah told the 
Masons. 
“Men of all races, English, G er­ 
m an, 
Italian, 
Norwegian. 
Irish. 
G reek and all, with their varied and 
conflicting views and ways of th in k ­ 
ing 
and 
living, 
representing 
fill 
faiths, all creeds and religions, Prot­ 
estant, Catholic, Jew, Scientist and 
those with no belief, all living in 
peace and security under one flag. 
“We shall find th at our peculiarly 
good fortune and our rare blessings 
are due primarily to the fact th a t 
we have had a constitution g u aran ­ 
teeing liberty and protection under 
the law to all. and a supreme court 
which for 150 years has never, when 
appealed to, permitted that g uaran­ 
tee to be disregarded. 
“There have been times when po­ 
litical forces have sought to disre­ 


gard some, or all. of the guarantees

of the bills not represented in the 
check is being paid by the com­ 
missioners.
